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Highest Court Refuses Sit-in ‘aie 
w ASHINGTON (AP)—The Supreme Court yesterday unanim- 


ously refused to act on an appeal by 12 persons arrested during twe 
“sit-in” demonstrations at a white lunch counter in Tallahassee, Fla. 
It was the first time the high tribunal had been asked to rule on a 
case growing out of a wave of sit-in demonstrations in the South. 
The court gave no reason for its refusal to act on the appeal. It 
merely listed the case among a group of appeals in which it is denied 
hearings. Eight of those who appealed are Negroes. The others are 
white. Each was sentenced in Tallahassee Municipal Court to pay 
$300 fine or serve 90 days in jail. The demonstrations occurred last 


year.

and assistant professor of psy- 
chology 

“It is always a real problem 
on our part to make clear what 
we do,” he stated. “When stu- 
dents exhaust their financial re 
sources, they usually don't hesi- 
tate to visit the placement of- 
fice. Yet when they approach us 
with academic or personal prob- 
lems, they do so with some 
trepidation and doubt. 

“The belief is generally held,” 
he related, “that normal people 
have no problems or should at 
least be able to solve them with- 
out outside help. It is not fully

Sacramento State College may 
become a university according 
to a report of the Stanislaus 
State College Digest. Reports 
from the Master Plan for High 
er Education in California indi- 
cate that this body is consider- 
ing the title of university for 
the state colleges. 

By tradtional definition, uni- 
versities are made up of sev- 
eral colleges, while colleges con- 
sist of a aumber of schools that 
emphasize undergraduate work. 

Since the Master Plan has as- 
signed definite functions to the 
three levels of higher educa- 
tion, some planners think it ap 
propriate to change the title 
from college to university. 
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dents do not avail themselves 
of counseling because of doubts 
regarding its role.
